profanity, or what I took to be profan- 
ity, thoOMd me, brtt at heart this gal- 
lant fell..w was as intensely religious as 
Peter the Hermit, and he had a sense of 
duty stronger than his fear of death. 

It was the custom of the authorities 
during the war to give at least thirty 
days' leave of absence, or furlough, to 
all men who had escaped from tho 
enemy, but the men from the l>order 
states could not, as a rule, avail them- 
selves of this privilege. To go home did 
not mean peace or rest. The enemy was 
on every side, often the nearest neigh- 
bor, and the guerrilla was prowling 
when the raider was driven off; and so 
there were no leaves for Torn Bell or for 
myself; at least, we elected not to ac- 
cept them. 

We were most generously treated by 
our oomradeB in and about Muriettn, 
and after we had seen the pa\ -muster 
and borrowed such articles of clothing 
as the quartermaster could not supply 
we decided to run up to Nashville to get 
our outfite, I to go back to the army 
then besieging Atlanta, and Bell to 
make his way to General Gillem's com- 
mand, then operating in the neighbor- 
hood of Cumberland (Jap. Before leav- 
ing Marietta we had the pleasure of 
greeting the three wounded Confederates 
with whom we had messed in the woods 
the night before we struck our lines. 
We had reported their whereabouts, as 
we promised, and they were placed in 
our hospitals, to the great delight of the 
poor fellows. 

At the hotel in Nashville, Bell and I 
slept in a room with two beds, but on 
the night of Aug. 18— we were to part 
next morning— he Baid to me: 

"Wc uns is gwine to part, cap, and 
hit may be ez how we won't ntver meet 
again this side etaniity." 

"Nonsense, Bell," 1 interrupted, "we'll 
pull through the war and live to talk 
over, as old men, our adventures down 
in Dixie." 

Bell shook his head. I had never 
known him to be more solemn in hM 
manner, not even when we were burn- 
ing with hunger and footsore and wes'-y 
we tore through the jungle with the pur- 



"Let us sleep together for tho last 
night. Hit'll be easier to talk, and hit 11 
not be so hard to recall the d— d hard 
times we uns hez had together. I some- 
times nigh give plum up believin in 
God, but he took we uus each by the 
hand and pulled us squar through, and 
so preserved us that we uns mout give 
the enemy h— 1, and I'm gwine to dp hit, 
jest as quick ez I kin git down to whar 
our folks is in the mountains." 

We slept together that night and B"ll 
opened his heart to me as he never had 
done before. He deplored his lack of 
education, but he had made up his mind 
to study as soon as the war was over. 
We had called that day on Andrew John- 
son, who was then military governor of 
Tennessee and living in Nashville. With 
the career of this remarkable man in his 
mind, Bell said: 

"My dad knowed Andy Johnson when 
he left No'th Caliny and come over the 
mountains to Greenville to start a tj 1-

foot. Now see whar he is," and Bell 
lifted his arm into the darkness. 

I told my friend that Governor Johu- 
sonWl been helped very much by his 
wife, and I suggested that if he got a 
good wife she would no doubt aid him 
to achieve his laudable ambition. 

He laughed for some time, as if enjoy- 
ing his secret thoughts, aud in reply to 
my question as to the cause, he said: 

"I was jiat a thinkin of how many 
times durin our 'Bcape I've told that cuss- 
ed story about my bein a wounded Con- 
fed, a try in to get back to my pore wife 
and chillen in the mountains.

Seeing that he paused, I assured him 
that I should remain silent as to any com- 
munication he chose to make until he 
gave me leave to speak. Very slowly and 
with a solemnity that struck me as be- 
ing very inappropriate, Bell continued: 

"I'm in love with a gal down Asheville 
way, and have been since the yeah befoh 
the wah. She cottons up to me, you 
ken bet yer last picayune. And jest es 
soon ez the fuss is ovah me and her'U 
splice." 

In response to my inquiry as to her 
appearance, wealth and intelligence, ho 
said, as nearly as I can recall: 

"Waal, cap, ther aint none of we uns 
ez is what folks that live in towns and 
on plantations ed mil even toilubly well 
off. Molly's a preacher's daughter, and 
ef tliar's another preacher in No'th 
Caliny can OOSM up to him in offhand 
talkin and prayin, or in downright 
Screpture argyment, I'd like to see him 
trot himself out and show his paces fo' 
money.

Kxeept in the meeting of the Seventh 
Pay Baptists up OB the Tallulah, I never 
heard Hell more eloquent than he was 
on the subject of Molly Ma.-Neal. and 
he capped all her other excellences by 
declaring with an oath— I hud learned 
that he was intensely earnest rather 
than profane— that there was not to be 
found from one end of the Blue Rld^e 
to the other more loyal people than the 
MacNeals.

In his new fatigue uniform, with a 
white collar and clean shaven, except as 
to his reddish mustache, Hell was sj 
handsome a man as I had seen in the 
army. When we came to part the next 
morning he threw his arms about me 
and kissed me, leaving tears on my cheek 
that were not my own, and then hurried 
away, nor looked back once. 

Ho told me that he was not much at 
writing, but that he would do his 
"d — st best" to write to me whenever he 
had a chance, and he did; but had I de- 
pended on Bell for intelligence as to his 
subsequent doings, there would be but 
little more to add to the record of my 
mountain friend.

any of the short letters he sent me. 1 
lost sight of the orthography and syn- 
tax in the modesty as to his own ex- 
ploits and in his almost girlish but in- 
tensely earnest expressions of love for 
myself and prayers for my sufety and 
elevation, and, above all, in his devo- 
tion to the cause of the Uniou and his 
nnshaken faith as to its final triumph. 

After November, 1804, ho ceased to 
write. In February, 1SJ.*>, I wrote to 
Captain Cliff, of Iludin county, Ky.. 
who was then with General Gillem, 
asking for news of Hell, and the fol- 
lowing is an extract from Cliff's reply:

kind of spirit and like It. ( itpluin Hell's story 
of \our coiniTiif thfQMBj OtSgM to be written 
out. and I blMJM you w ill do it mime day. 

Have you heard of the hattk of Straw lurry 
Plulus? Or have tho rejoicings over Sherman's 
success deafened you to everything- else mili- 
tary? Well, we were walloped at Strawiierry 
Plains. Nor was It the fault of (ieneral Uillem 
and his shrunken aud wretchedly cqtilpoed 
brigade. The rehu, under QstMSml Hrcckiu- 
ridK« and Uiudl Duke, with ah >ut 10,000 men, 
Including thv remnant of Johu Morgan's old 
command, attacked us, dark and early, in the 
beforoiuontiuncd place, of course we fought 
—that is what we were there for— but the sun 
wasn't two hours high over tho AUeghanies 

that the game was up w ith us and that pru- 
dent* dictated a retreat, with guns and bag- 
gage If possible, hut w ithout them if theycould 
not be carried off. By reading the reiiorts you 
will see we came through to Loudon with 
about half our men. and In tho lightest kind of 
marching order. But wo aro not disheartened. 
Steve Burbridge Is hurrying to our aid -then 
goodby, Mr. Breckinridge. 

But. as to Captain Tom Hell; he commanded 
a company of mountain. , r:-. w ho had been de- 
tailed for scouting duty after his return, and 1 
need not say they were gtsid men. 1 aay 
"were" instead of "are." for I regret to report 
that most of them were called at Strawberry 
Plains. They rosjioiided to tho call like gal- 
lant fellows, and have gone Into the otor-ial 
camp over there. The last I taw of Hell w as 
on the field. He and a hundful of his men 
wore trying to drugotr an abandoned howlt/.t r. 
Ills hat was off, and there was a red stained 
handkerchief lied about Ills head. Just then 
the rchs swooped down in force, and every 
thing got mixed into one of those battle snarls 
which we are all so familiar with. 

My horse saved me. but 1 fully expected to 
learn that Bell was either killed or again cap- 
tured. Great, then, was my surprise ou reach- 
ing Loudon a few days after the light to find 
him in the hospital, with his head In band- 
ages aud his right arm off between the elbow 
and shoulder. The brave fellow was torribly 
cut up over our defeat, but he seemed to re- 
gard his own Injuries as trifles. Ho is ambi- 
dextrous, except as to writing, and this will 
account for his silence. From l-oudon our 
wounded wore sent ou to Camp Dick Hobiusou, 
Bell with thorn. 

I thought, as did every ono else who knew 
Tom Bell, that he was out of the fuss for good 
and all. You can therefore imagine my sur- 
prise when we were advancing to destroy the 
work* at Saltville. Va.. to II nd Captain Tom 
Bell back aud again in command of the rem-

Ordinance Proviu , in<* forSidewalks on 
Certain Streets in the City of 
Cloverport. 

Whereat it is deemed advisable and necei 
nary by the Council to provide and construe! 
sidewalks on both tides of Uigh street from 
the western line of Third itreot to the iron 
bridge aeross Clover Creek and on both sides 
of Wall Btreot from laid bridgo to Center 
street, and thenru on the south side of 
Front street tn the eattoru line of Cbettnut 



lit — Therefore, be It ordained by tbo Coun- 
cil of the City of Cloverport ; That a compe- 
tent civil engineer he employed by tbe ttreet 
committee, wbote duty it .-hull be to make 
plant and specifications of the grading necet- 
tary and requisite to construct good and dura- 
ble tidewalkt to be laid with tuitable brick, 
with good and tutticient stone ourbing to hold 
tbe tame ; the tide walkt tt, be not lest than 
ten (10) feet wide and in all retpecU to be well 
laid and of brick of Clovorport manufacture. 

2d. — That taid engineer shall prepare main 
and ipecltlcations of the work required to be 
done under this ordinance, and estimates of 
tbe ooit of the same, in front of eaoh lot, tbe 
width of sidewalk, tbe length of tame, and 
the character of curbing neceitary. and exhib- 
it same to tbe Council tor itt approval, modi- 
fication jSf rejection. The ground ahull be 
brought to a proper and practical grade in 
rront of the property of each lot owner, and 
ahull have due reference to tbe wuati of the 
public in uniformity of grade. 

3d— When the Council thall buve adopted 
plant and ipecifioationt for any work at pro- 
vided in lection 2 of tbii ordinance, said plaua 
and ipeoiflcaliont ahull be filed with tbe clerk 
of tbe Council for the examination and infor- 
mation of all or any of the ownen of loll front 
ing on laid streets, or any person interested. 

It it hereby made the duty of every owner 
of any lot or part of lot fronting on said street 
to grade, pave and curb the lidewalk in front 
of bit or her lot in accordance with and at di- 
rected in iucb plant and ipeoiflcatiom, and is 
it hereby ordained that he or the or they tball 
do to. 

tth It it hereby made tbe duty of the 
Martball of the city to prepare and execute a 
notice on all tasd lot ownen notifying them 
that they are required by thit ordinance to 
grade, pave and curb the lidewalk in front of 
bis, her or their lot in accordance with the

MONTHLY CROP REPORT. 
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Frankfort, Ky.. April 80, 

The action of the legislature in appro- 
priating 100,000 for Kentucky's exhibitat 
the World's Columbian Kxposition, to 
Ik- held at Chicago, ought to be graify- 
ing to every farmer in the State, (iov. 
Brown has appointed five Commission- 
ers, who are honest and judicious men, 
to take charge of the money, and they 
will make such an exhibit as will he of 
great value to the business interest of 
the State, and who doubts that, in the 
competition for the various prizes, that 
there will be more money brought hack 
in premiums to Kentucky than was ap- 
propriated by the legislature. 

The following report is made from re- 
ports of correspondents from every sec- 
tion of the State. 

WHEAT. 

Ii: my report of April 1st I gave the 
condition of wheat at 02 as compared 
with same time last year. The last two 
days of March and first days of April 
were line for wheat, in fact vegetation of 
all kinds indicated an early spring; hut 
on the tth of this month the weather 
changed, the temperature dropped tO 
and below BO, with several hard freezes, 
and continued cold and cool until about 
the 8fitfa ; but from nearly all reports the 
wheat was not damaged, and I have to
